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AN ACT concerning transportation.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Departnent of Transportation Law of the
Cvil Admnistrative Code of Illinois is anended by addi ng

Section 2705-207 as foll ows:

(20 I1LCS 2705/ 2705-207 new)

Sec. 2705-207. Regi onal Transportation Task Force.

(a) The Regional Transportation Task Force is created

within the Departnent.

(b) The Task Force shall consist of 11 voting nmenbers,

as follows: 3 nenbers appointed by the Governor, one of whom

shall be designated as chair of the task force at the tine of

appoi nt nent ; 2 nenbers appointed by the President of the

Senate; 2 nenbers appointed by the Senate Mnority Leader; 2

menber s appoi nt ed by t he Speaker of the House of

Representatives; and 2 nenbers appointed by the House

Mnority Leader.

The following shall serve, ex officio, as non-voting

menbers: the Secretary of Transportation; one menber

designated by the Chicago Area Transportation Study (CATS):

one nenber designated by the Northeastern I1llinois Planning

Commission (NIPC: one nenber designated by the Reqi onal

Transportation Authority (RTA): and one nenber designated by

the lllinois State Toll H ghway Authority (I STHA)

If a vacancy occurs in the task force nenmbership, the

vacancy shall be filled in the sane manner as the initial

appoi nt nent.

(c) The task force nmmy begin to conduct business upon

the appointnent of a mmjority of the voting menber s,
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i ncluding the chair.

(d) The task force nmay adopt bylaws: it nust neet at

| east once each calendar quarter; and it may establish

commttees and officers as it deens necessary. For purposes

of task force neetings, a quorum is 6 voting nenbers.

Meetings of the task force are subject to the Open Meetings

Act. The task force nust afford an opportunity for public

comment at each of its neetings.

(e) Task force nenbers shall serve wi thout conpensation

but may be reinbursed for their reasonable travel expenses

fromfunds avail able for that purpose. The Departnent shal

provide staff and adm nistrative support services to the task

(f) The task force shall gather information and make

recommendations to the Governor and to the General Assenbly

regarding netro area transportation prograns in northeastern

Il1linois, including but not linmted to:

(1) examining the feasibility of nmerging CATS,

NIPC, RTA, and ISTHA into a single agency;

(2) identifying areas where functions of these and

ot her agencies are redundant or unnecessary: and

(3) identifying met hods to pr onot e

cost-effectiveness and efficiency in meeti ng ar ea

transportati on needs.

(g) The task force shall subnmit a report to the Governor

and the Ceneral Assenbly by Novenber 1, 2004 concerning its

findi ngs and reconmendati ons.

(h) This Section is repealed on January 1, 2005.

Section 99. Effective date. This Act takes effect wupon

becom ng | aw.
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
